Three
republicans, Cushman, Littlefield and
MeCall, voted with the democrats
against tabling the resolution,

UNUSUAL COURT RULING.

Justice Bends Defendant to Jail in

Spite of Acquittal.
New York, April 9.—Although & jury
in the supreme court’ has returned a
verdict pronouncing James FH. Temple,
ex-president of the bankrupt Willlam
Campbeil Wallpaper Company, not
gullty of converting to his own use
some $40,000 of the funds of the com-
pany, Justice Rogers s=t aside the ver-
dict and sent Temple back to jall
where he already has been confined
since early in January. The justice de-
clared he was not satisfled with
Temple's explanation on the witness
stand, and orderad a new trial, holding
the ex-president in $25,000 ball, which
he was unsble to furmnish. The ruling
of the court is unusuul and Temple's
attorney will appeal. The case Involved
a sale of the company's Interests in
England which was negotiated partly
by Temple.

ANGLO-RUSSIAN
AGREEMENT
GIVEN OUT

Overtures on the Part of Eng
land Looking to Adjustment
of All Matters of Differ-

No Basis of Negofiation Was
Stipulated, Nor Did England

Go Into Detail About It.
DEFINITE RESULT UNLIKELY

Spanish Papers Compialn Bit-
terly That Anglo-Freach
Treaty Will Despoil the
Morroeccan Interests.

London, April 9—The Associated
Press learns that the exact status of
the much forecasted Angio-Russian
understanding Is as follows:

After King Edward had given his
personal assurance to Emperor MNicho-
las thal the anti-Russian comments in
the British press did not represent the
feeling of his government, Forelgn Sec-
retary Lansdowne informed the Rus-
stan ambassador, Count Benkéndorfr,
that he would be glad to reopen nego-
tiations looking to settlement of all
matters now In discusaion between
Russia and Great Britain. Lord Lans-
downe did not stipulate a basls or enter
into detalls,

The negotintions are not likely to as-
‘ture. No great hope is felt here that
they could ever reach a conclusion
satisfactory to both pountries, though

in view of the Anglo-French agreement
even most the pessimistic are unwilling
to be too dogmatic on this polnt

Spanish Are Dissatisfied.

Madrid, April 8—The newspapers
here comment somewhat bitterly on the
Anglo-French colonial treaty, and as-
rall the Spanish ministers, who, they
declnre, permitted Spain to be despolled
and her interests in Morrocco obliter-
ated.
